The apparent purpose of the meet- 
ing was to get the legislators to support 
a proposed I-cent sales tax to finance 
construction of a new jail in Enterprise, 
and to get them to introduce such a tax 
plan to the state legislature. The two 
local politicians agreed to help the

d Guilty 


Of Killing Soldier 


A jury of nine women and three men 
deliberated just over five hours last 
Friday before returning a guilty verdict 
against Donald Ray Ard, a 29-year-old 
white male who had been charged with 
committing murder for hire. Ard was 
accused of murdering Sgt. Jimmy 
Eugene Tucker of Ft. Rucker, on 
January 24, whose charred body was 
found in a burned out pickup truck on a 
rural Coffee County road. 

The jury recommended Ard be 
sentenced to life without parole, but 
Circuit Judge Terry Butts will formally 
announce the sentence on September 
17. 
Ard was the first of three people to 
be tried in the murder, while also set to 


stand trial are LaDonna Tucker, the 


victim's wife, and Douglas Ard, the 
convicted man’s brother. The two are 
charged with hiring Donald Ard to kill 
Tucker. 

Ard was arraigned on Tuesday of 
this week on charges of escaping from 
the county jail in Elba, and originally 
pled guilty. Sentencing on the escape 
charge was to be announced later that 
day and the court reportedly asked Ard 
to waive the September sentencing 
date, allowing the judge to announce 
both sentences while in Elba on that 
date. After an out-of-court consultation 
with his attorneys, however, Ard with- 
drew his plea of guilty and pled not 
guilty to the escape charge. The trial on 
the latter charge will be held on 
September 8. 
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county get the sales tax passed by the 
state, but stated they would not support 
the tax unless the voters of Coffee 
County voted on the measure and 
approved it. 


Rep. Jimmy Holley admitted the 
legislature could pass the sales tax 
without a vote of the people, but flatly 
refused to consider such an action. 
Holley added it would take four weeks 
to properly advertise the proposed tax, 
and then it will go before the legis- 
lature. He also asked the commission to 
adopt a resolution asking the legislature 
to act favorably on the tax measure. 


Some commissioners didn’t seem 
too happy with the idea of allowing the 
people to yote, and one reportedly 
declared, ‘'I guarantee you they'll! vote 
it down!" 


The discussion turned to the size of 
the jail, following a brief pause, and it 
too brought out a variety of opinions. 
Holley was leery of talk concerning a 


40-man jail and questioned how many . 


cells a jail must have to be legally 
considered jail. County Attorney 
Warren Rowe stated one cell consti- 
tuted a jail, but added that probably a 
minimum of four cells was needed to 
house males, females, juveniles and 
mental patients. Holley instructed the 
commission to do the minimum and end 
the issue. 


The commission will meet again on 
Monday, August 24, in Elba, and if they 
complete all the business scheduled for 
that day, it should be a very busy day.

Cancel Contract 
With Architects 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in an adjourned meeting on Wed- 
nesday, August 19, and voted to cancel 
a $10,000 contract with a Mississippi 
firm which was to provide statistics and 
future population projections to aid in 
the planning of a new county jail to be 
built in Enterprise. The commission 
had agreed to hire the consulting firm at 
their regular meeting on August 10, 
upon the recommendation of architect 
Renis Jones; but Wednesday the vote 
was 3-2 to rescind the contract. 


Voting in favor of canceling the 
contract were Gilmer Grant, Rex 
Boutwell and Billy Eagerton, while 
Marvin Bowden and Eugene Bradley 
voted against the motion. 


It was not certain at presstime 
whether the consulting firm had already 
begun work, a fact which could com- 
plicate the cancellation of the contract. 


In other action Wednesday the 
commission accepted a low bid of 
$28,282.90 from James E. Carter and 
Sons Sod Farm for roadbank stabili- 
zation work to be done on County Road 
14.

New Superintendent 
Eager To Begin Job 


John Osburn, newly-named super- 
intendent of Elba City Schools, and his 
family were in Elba Saturday looking 
over the community and seeking a place 
to live. The family met Saturday 
morning with the school board, and 
following lunch, the afternoon was 
spent house-shopping. Osburn told this 
newspaper he and his thirteen-year-old 
son planned to come to Elba on August 
24 while his wife and eight-year-old 
daughter remain in Smiths to pack and 
sell their home in Lee County.

The 
family is active in many civic activities 
and plan to continue this involvement in 
Elba. Son John Jr. is active in football, 
baseball and basketball, and Amy has 
reached the age of heing a great help to 
her mother around the house. 


Osburn said his first reaction upon 
being told he had been selected for the 
position was ‘‘definitely one of 
humbleness and still is’. He said he 
was impressed with the interview by the 
school board and felt the board 
members had the interest of the school 
at heart. 


‘Knowing the reputation the Elba 
City schools nave had across the state is 
one of the reasons | applied,’’ said 
Osburn. He continued with, “Elba 
schools have a_ great tradition 
academically as well as in extra- 
curricular activities, and | want to be a 
part of this tradition."* 


**My first priority will be to continue 
the fine tradition established here. I 
feel and know I am extremely fortunate 
to follow a superintendent who has been 
in office 19 years and helped establish 
this tradition,”’ said Osburn. *‘I plan to 
impose on Taylor's retirement a great 
deal. . . .I have to depend on him, this 
(school) board, the principals and 
supervisors, as well as every other 
employee to assist me during this 
transition period,’ Osburn added. He 
continued with, ‘‘That is sincere - this is 
a transition period and J have to learn 
the people, the program, and they have 
to learn me.” 


He said, ‘‘John Osburn and _ his 
family are middle-class Americans who 
still believe in home, church and public 
education, The entire family is excited 
about making Elba our home. We look 
forward to meeting the people of Elba 
and Coffee County, establishing friend- 
ships and becoming part of this fine 
reputation that already exists." 

Osburn said, ‘‘] am not the most 
intelligent person in the world, but am 
dedicated to public education. biy 
ability to work with people and the 
enjoyment I get from working with 
people is the reason I chose the 
profession I am in today.’ 

Osburn is presently working on his 
doctorate degree from Auburn 
University, but stated he would not be 
actively attending classes during this 
“‘honeymoon period’’ when he is 
getting seitled in Elba and into the Elba 
Schoo! System. 


‘Man Escapes 
Before Car 
Lands In River 


Billy Ray Cooper was the driver and 
lone occupant of a car that plunged over 
a steep bluff and landed in about four 
feet of water in the swift-running Pea 
River, just below the old power plant at 
the Elba dam. The accident happened 
last Thursday afternoon. 


Cooper apparently jumped from the 
car before it got to the water, as he was 
dry when found by fishermen who 
rushed to the scene after hearing the 
noise and seeing the car in the water. 


Kenneth D. Slawson, Enterprise, 
said he and four children were fishing 
downriver a few hundred yards at the 
time of the accident. They found 
Cooper lying on the level ground above 
the bluff but unable to tell them what 
happened. 
pants, and a denim shirt was on the 
ground nearby. 


When Slawson left on his car to call 
police and rescue units from Rhoadco, 
Cooper came to long enough to ask one 
of the youths what had happened. They 
told him he had had a wreck and asked 
if he was hurt. Cooper reportedly 
pointed to his throat as he passed out 
again. 

Policeman Freddy Hanchey was one 
of the first on the scene and he reported 
giving mouth-to-mouth resuscitation to 
the man while awaiting the rescue 
squad which transported Cooper to the 
Elba General Hospital where he was 
admitted for observation. 


The car drifted downstream about 
thirty feet before sinking to the bottom. 
David Stokes of Elba dived in and 
checked the vehicle for other victims, 
but was hindered by the swift murky 
water caused by recent rains. However, 
after several minutes he was able to 
determine that Cooper was alone. It 
had been feared at first that his 
four-year-old son might be in the car as 
they often rode around together. 

Stokes was treated at the hospital for 
skin burns caused by the gasoline in the 
water and cuts received from the 
broken windshield.

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“WHAT ARE THE RULES 
OF THE COFFEE COUNTY 
JAIL?" 


Dear Editor: 


As @ concerned resident 
of Coffee County, Linda 
DeVaughan asks this ques- 
tion. After visiting the jail 
on the 17th, 2ist, 25th, 
and 28th of June, the Sth, 
12th, 13th, 19th, and 26th 
of July and the Sth day of 
August 1981. which is ten 
times, no one there can tell 
or show her a set of rules 
and regulations pertaining to 
the visitors that visit the 
Coffee County Jail. Each 
visit | was told this, by that 
one, and that, by this one, 
until | was so confused, no 
one in their right mind 
could even begin to know 
what was going on. When 
I speak for myself, I also 
speak for the other parents, 
uncles, aunts, brothers, sis- 
ters and cousins, who have 
loved ones there and from 
talking to some of them, they 
don't know any more than | 
do. On the 13th day of July 
1981, which was a Monday, 
1 called the jail to see 
if one of the inmates could 
have some cigarettes, and 
Jailor Ricky Christan assured 
me he would permit the in- 
mate to have the cigarettes 
if 1 would bring them by. 
Upon my arrival at the jail, 
1 found Sheriff Brice Paul 
and Jailor Ricky Christan en- 
gaged in a friendly game of 
dominoes. I handed the 
cigarettes to Jailor Christan 
and he sat them down on 
the desk. I turned to the 
Sheriff and asked if I could 
talk to him and he replied, 
pull up a chair and sit 
down. I told Sheriff Paul 
I had been trying to see 
him for several weeks, but 
couldn't seem to make 
contact with him. When I 
began to question Sheriff 
Paul about the rules and 
regulations, and the way 
that | had been treated upon 
prior visits, Sheriff Paul said 
that he was in the middle 
of a staff meeting and that 
he was taking his 15 minute 
break. I asked again about a 
copy of the rules. I said 
I'm so dumb that I have to 


_ read something before I can 


understand it, and the 
sheriff replied laughingly he 
didn't have any sense either. 
He then started discussing 
the problems which he was 
haying, such as not enough 
manpower, too many state 
inmates that the state 
couldn’t take off his hands, 
and that he only 
had $1.75 per day to feed 
each of the inmates, and how 
the state owed him back 
pay, and that if I didn’t 
like the way he was run- 
ning the —_ jail, “Go 
to Montgomery and get a 
federal judge and sue’’ him, 
that he didn’t have time to 
answer my negatory 
questions. 

! ask, is wanting to know 
the rules of the jaii so 
negatory? He then pointed 
to an 8 x 10 type-written 
page on the bulletin board 
and said, there is a copy 
of the rules and that rules 
were posted throughout the 
jail. 1 asked for a copy 


and he said he didn't have’ 


an extra one. When 
i managed to get a good 
look at the 8 x 10 type- 
written page of rules, which 
was the following Sunday, 
I had to go behind a desk 
and Jailor Ross asked me had 
I fost somebody, and 
I replied no sir, Sheriff Paul 
told me on Monday, this, 
the typewritten page on the 
bulletin board, was a set 
of rules concerning the jail 
and its visitors, and that I 
wanted to read them, but the 
rules turned out to be a 
checklist of the duties of 
the jailors for each shift, 
and | turned to Jailor Ross, 
where he was sitting behind 
the desk, with a puzzled 
look on his face, and said 
there are no rules on the 
bulletin board or any posted 
anywhere, that I could see 
throughout the jail. During 
our short conversation 
Sheriff Paul toid me he 
had 67 inmates there and 
only four jailors to look after 
them, and upon an earlier 
visit, | had noticed a sign 
on the outside of the build- 
ing which stated, “Building 
Capacity 42."’ I wondered 
where he had the other 
25 inmates. After 25 minutes 
of trying to discuss some 
matters with the Sheriff and 
getting nowhere, Sheriff 
Pauli asked me to excuse 
him so he — could fin- 
ish beating ‘‘this boy,” 
Jailor Christan in the game 
of dominoes of which he only 
stopped playing twice to 
answer the telephone while 
I was there. At that time,

the jailors what to do and 
anything else they do is on 
their heads. With that I 
left. 

I ask you, the residents 
of Coffee County, was I 
wrong wanting to know the 
rules of the jail? According 
to Sheriff Paul, 1 must have 
been, because I've not heard 
from him since 13 July, 
1981. I can't understand why 
Sheriff Paul would have to 
work 36 hours over a week-, 
end, when he can add 10 
minutes to his 15 minute 
break to play a game of 
dominoes during the week. 
As a resident and taxpayer 
of Coffee County, I feel 
Sheriff Paul treated me very 
rudely and that I, being a 
normal human being, should 
have had his undivided 
attention on the matters 
which I was trying to discuss 
with him, for at least five 
minutes. 1 could have easily 
understood if Sheriff Paul 
was engaged in a telephone 
conversation or a meeting, 
or even doing paperwork,. 
I would know it would be 
impossible to have his un- 
divided attention, but to be 
engaged in a friendly game 
of dominoes of which he 
couldn't stop to talk to me. 
I ask you again, the resi- 
dents of Coffee County, how 
would you feel, if you needed 
to know something only the 
Sheriff could tell you, and he 
couldn't tear away from his 
dominoe game long enough 
to answer your questions? 
I thought one of the Sheriff's 
duties was to discuss 
problems with individuals 
who needed some answers. 
I know Sheriff Paul does 
not have time he can set 
aside for each resident in 
the county, but for those 
who need his help, he should 
at least try to find some time. 
I know Sheriff Paul has a 
million things to do, and I 
know you the residents of 
Coffee County appreciate all 
he is doing for you and the 
county. I do not believe that 
I am in the wrong by asking 
this. one simple* question, 
“What are the rules of 
Coffee County Jail?"’ and I'm 
sure there are many of you 
out there who would also 
like to know. Maybe if some 
of you ask Sheriff Paul that 
question, you won't receive 
the same treatment I did, 
and if one of you should find 
out the rules and regulations 
concerning the visitors to the 
jail, please contact me. | 
would surely love to have 
the opinions of you, the 
residents of Coffee County, 
on this delightful little short 
story.

BETTER MANAGEMENT 

Kim Sheffer, our turf- 
grass specialist at Auburn, 
told me in a recent visit that 
you have to work on a lawn to 
keep it beautiful. He men- 
tioned some things that just 
about every homeowner can 
do with very little layout of 
money to improve the lawn 
They are: 

1, Mow more often. It 
Stunts grass when you take 
off a large amount at one 
time. More frequent mow- 
ings will improve the 
appearance of your lawn and 
keep it healthier, 

2. Keep the fertility pro- 
gram at the right level. 
Follow soil test carefully. 

3. In December, January 
or February use a dethatch- 
ing machine to get rid of all 
the dead grass which has 
accumulated right under the 
sod, 

These three things will 
improve any lawn whether 
Centipede, St. augustine or 
Zoysia. 


EXPORTS

I checked two peanut 
fields Friday, one belonging 
to Eugene Bradley in the 
Asbury Community and the 
other to Hubert Barley near 
Damascus. Both these fields 
had heavy infestations © of 
small corn earworms and fall 
armyworms. Philip Martinof 
County Line Community told 
me that he has a heavy 
infestation. 

Lannate or Nudrin will 
control both the corn ear- 
worm and fall armyworm. 
Use about 1% to 2 pints per 
acre, mead the directions 
carefully. Some people are 
sensitive to Lannate or 
Nudrin. - 

You can combine these 
materials with your fungicide 
and spray in one trip across 
the field. Incidentally, with 
ihe showers we're having, 
most growers need to be on a 
7-day spray schedule at the 
present time. 


HELPFUL 

Mrs. Glennie Edgar on 
East Watts has a problem 
with her St. Augustine grass 
dying in large areas in her 
lawn. Accumulation of gtass 
clippings and roots have built 
up to the extent that fer- 
tilizer, moisture and air can't 
get to the roots. She is 
planning to use a dethatch- 
ing machine in December, 
January or February to lift ali 
that dead grass up so that 
she can rake it off. 

A lot of lawns could be 
greatly improved by using 
one of tl.cse type machines) 
Even though they cost 'quite 
a bit to rent, you only need to 
dethatch about every other 
year on most lawns. It is 
much more effective than 
you could ever get with a

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STORING CANNED FOODS 

After you can your fresh 
fruits and vegetables, don’t 
forget to store them 
properly. Storage is just as 
important as any other step 
in canning. 

Home canned foods keep 
their quality best if stored 
in a clean, cool, dark, dry 
place. Canned food kept in 
a warm, damp place may 
change in color and flavor. 

Keep them away from 
extreme cold. If the jars are 
accidentally frozen, they may 
undergo undesirable 
changes in flavor and tex- 
ture. However, they will not 


spoil unless the seal 
is broken. 
CEILING FANS 

Ceiling fans make a 


difference in how comfort- 
able you are in the summer 
because they move the air 
around you, Air moving at a 
speed of 200 feet a minute -- 
about the speed you get on 
the highest setting of a 
ceiling fan -- feels about 10 
degrees cooler to a lightly- 
dressed, active person, 
according to engineering test 
figures. It feels about seven 
degrees cooler to lightly- 
dressed people who are not 
particularly active. 

In a small room, up to 12 
feet by 12 feet, a 36-inch 
ceilng fan should be big 
enough to keep air moving at 
the prescribed rate. A 52- 
inch fan will work in areas up 
to 15 feet by 15 feet. In larger 
rooms, more than one fan 
may be needed. 

Ceiling fans use about the 
same amount of energy per 
eight hours as a 100-watt 
light bulb. They can help 
redistribute air-conditioned 
air in the summer, but their 
greatest potential for savings 
is in replacing air con- 


ditioners. On all but the 
hottest, stickiest days, it's 
possible to be comfortable 
using just the fan and natural 
ventilation for at least part of 
the day. The difference in 
electrical usage between 
even the smallest air con- 
ditioner and a ceiling fan is 
substantial. 


CHARCOAL ASHES 
Have you ever wondered 


about disposing of your 
charcoal ashes in your 
garden, flower beds or 


lawn? Kim Sheffer, one of 
our horticulturists at 
Auburn, says charcoal ashes 
do have some value. They 
contain about 0.2 percent 
potash, about 3 percent 
calcium and have a pH of 
about 12. 


Avoid using charcoal 
ashes around acid-lovidg 
plants such as azaleas; 


hydrangeas and centipede- 
grass. However, it is usua 

okay to spread the ashes over 
other lawn grasses, if 
gardens or in flower beds 
without harming _ plants. 
After applying the ashes, 
water them into the ground,

Matthew 7: 21.23 


Christianity is more than 
& system of beliefs or doc- 
trines. It is a way of life in 
which the believer does the 
will of God in every facet of 
his life. Of course, certain 
beliefs or doctrines provide 
the foundation. But doing 
God's wiil is the basic ingre- 
dient of the Christian life. 
Correct theology must be 
expressed in a life that is 
lived in accordance with the 
will of God, 


Tae notion that Christian- 
ity is something one does 
rather than something one 
thinks began with Jesus. It is 
not enough, he said, to call 
him Lord (see Matt. 7:21). 
The son who enters the 
kingdom of God is the one 
who does God's will. 


Jesus made this point 
clear in one of his lesser 
known parables. A man ask- 
ed each of his two sons to 
work in his vineyard. The 
first said he would not go but 
later thought better of it and 
worked in the vineyard, The 
other brother told his father 
that he would work but did 
not. Jesus’ question was, 
**Whether of them twain did 
the will of his father?’ 
(Matt. 21: 31). For Jesus, the 
crucial issue was not what 
one said about the will of God 
but what one did about it. 
The issue was not whether 
one pronounced the words 
“Jesus is Lord’’ but whether 
his life demonstrated Jesus’ 
lordship. 


No New Testament writer 
caught Jesus’ spirit better 
than James: ‘'Shew me thy 
faith withvut thy works, and 
I will shew thee my faith by 
my works’’ (James 2; 18). 

As is so often the case, 
the matter is not as simple as 
it may appear. We cannot 
Say, “Be ye doers of the 
word, and not hearers only"’ 
(James 1:22), and let it go at 
that. Jesus knew that some 
of the people following him 
would be willing to do all the 
needed good works but never 
had beeh one with him and 
never had been followers. 

Jesus had these people in 
mind when he spoke of 
judgment day. They will 
remind him of the mighty 
works they did in his name: 
miracles, exorcisms, mighty 
preaching. However, he wiil 
tell them that he never knew 
them. 

Since reports of miracles 
are rare in our day, we 
sometimes assume that they 
were unheard of in the first 
century, and that Jesus was 
the only person healing 
diseases and casting out 
demons. That was not the 
case, however. The New 
Testament reveals that 
among the Pharisees some 
persons had the ability to 

cast out demons (see Matt, 
12:27). In one case, seven 
Jewish exorcists tried to affix 
Jesus’ name to their efforts 
in casting out demons with 
near disastrous results (see 
Acts 19: 13),

Coal Experiment ir 


The Southern Company's 
experimental pilot plant near 
Wilsonville, Ala., has 
become one of the 
few research centers in the 
nation to successfully turn 
raw coal into a clean-burning 
fuel--a_ fuel which could 
be burned in power plants 
or refined into gasoline and 
home heating oil. 

This technological de- 
velopment could help 
provide the nation with a 
new energy alternative, 
according to Dr. William 
Harrison, senior vice presi- 
dent of The Southern Com- 
pany’s engineering and 
special services arm. ‘‘The 
process, known as solvent 
refining or SRC-I, could 
allow America to make full 
use of the high-sulfur coal 
which is so abundant in the 
eastern United States,’’ he 
said. ‘And, studies done for 
the Department of Energy 
show that this SKC-I 
synthetic fuel could be 
produced commercially at a 
competitive price in future 
energy markets.””

in Germany more than 40 
years ago. In this country, 
research on solvent refining 
dates back to 1962, 


Solvent refining is 
a process by which sulfur, 
ash, and other pollutants are 
removed from coal before it 
is burned. Raw coal is mixed 
with a solvent derived from 
coal and a small amount 
of hydrogen gas. This mix- 
ture is heated to approxi- 
mately 825 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Sulfur is removed in the 
form of gas, and solid min- 
eral residues, which 
normalty collect as ash, are 
separated. 


The product which results 
is then fed into equipment 
known as a_hydrotreater. 
Here the temperature and 
pressure conditions are very 
similar to those in the basic 
solvent refining process, but 
the use of a catalyst in- 
creases the hydrogen 
reaction. This step allows 
the production of a range 
of liquid fuels and a solid 
fuel with a very low sul- 
fur content of approximately 
one-fourth of one percent.

Child Support Payments | 
May Come From Tax 


Absent parents who are 
behind in their child support 
payments may have the 
money deducted from any 
income tax refund they might 
be due from the federal 
government this year. 

The federal government 
recently notified the states 
of the availability of the 
service for the 1981 tax year, 
and Alabama's Department 
of Pensions and Security has 
decided to use it. 

In Alabama, the new off- 
set process applies only to 
court-ordered child support 
collected by Pensions and 


| Security, usually in behalf 
| of welfare 


recipients. 
In order for the support 
payment to be deducted from 
a federal income tax refund, 
the delinquent amount must 
be at least $500, and the 
absent parent must be at 
least three months behind in 
payments.

debt. After 60 days, if no 
payment has been made or 
no proof submitted that the 
debt is invalid, the IRS 
will offset the debt with the 
income tax refund and issue 
a notice to the taxpayer. 
Then the IRS will send to 
the state whatever has been 
deducted from the refund. 

“The new offset process 
will assist us in collecting 
child support payments,” 
said acting Pensions and 
Security Commissioner 
Rebecca B. Beasley. ‘‘We 
also expect the program to be 
extended to cover the 1982 
tax year.”’ 

A similar offset process 


for state income tax refunds 
will go into effect later this 
year, after the Department of 
Pensions and Security and 
the state revenue depart- 
ment develop procedures for 
the program. The program 
as it applies to state income 
tax refunds is the result of 
a state law enacted during 
the 1981 regular session of 
the Alabama Legislature. 

In Alabama, the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Secur- 
ity collects child support pay- 
ments in behalf of Aid to 
Dependent Children  Re- 
cipients, most of whom are 
required to cooperate in the 
program as a condition of 
eligibility for public welfare. 


Insurance Rates Drop 


State Farm Mutual will 
cut auto insurance rates in 
Alabama an average of 4.2 
percent on a statewide basis 
September 1, 1981, State 
Farm Agent Jimmy Hornsby 
of Elba announced recently. 
Included in the rate cut 
is a discount program for 
accident-free drivers. 

The size of the premium 
cut for individual drivers will 
depend on the place of 
residence, what coverages 
are carried, who drives the 
car, the kind of car insured, 
how and how much it is 
driven, and whether it quali- 
fies for the accident-free 
discount, Hornsby said.

That is the amount of time 
it takes to build a store 
like the one here, barring 
any complications. 

Spartan Foods hires a 
great number of subcontrac- 
tors who supply carpenters, 


electricians, painters, land- 
scapers, and a variety of 
other laborers. Mrs. Leach 
herself enjoys doing every- 
thing from paperwork to 
digging holes and super- 
vising the workers. 

A tour of the building 
under construction reveals 
an energy management 
panel in the back, which 
controls the grills, air condi- 
tioners, heaters, and various 
other electrical appliances. 
When Hardees begins 
operation, the panel will 
automatically turn on grills, 
lights and air conditioners 
at a time designated by con- 
trollers in the Spartanburg, 
S.C. office of Spartan Foods. 

A computer in the back 
of the unit relays messages 
to the Spartanburg office, 
letting them know exactly 
what appliances are in use. 
Controllers in the main office 
can call directly to the unit 
and program the computer to 
turn on the — desired 
appliances at the desired 
times, according to Buddy 
Kelley of Niceville, Fla. 
Kelley is in charge of work 
on the unit at this time. 

He estimates that the 
energy management panel 
will save the company any- 
where from $500 up 
in monthly electricity bills. 
This ‘‘sophisticated time 
clock" eliminates the

Hunting and Fishing 
Day In Alabama 


September 26 has been 
proclaimed Hunting and 
Fishing Day in Alabama by 
Governor Fob James to 
coincide with its national 
observance. This will mark 
the 10th annual observance, 

The day was first 
established by Congress in 
1972, and in the interim 
years has earned the support 
of each president, as a means 
of recognizing the country’s 
sportspersons who hunt and 
fish. 

The governor, in his 
proclamation, acknowledged 
the many outstanding con- 
tributions to conservation, 
recreation and the economy. 
He said hunters and 
fishermen long have been 
the leaders in many major 
conservation programs, and 
are responsible for the 
founding of a very pro- 
gressive fish. and wildlife 
agency in Alabama. They 
have promoted and attained 
establishment of regulated 
seasons and bag limits so 
sportsmen can harvest the 
annual surplus of game and 
fish without damage to the

basic breeding population. 

“Through theif ~ pro- 
gressive programs, hunters 
and fishermen have been 
highly instrumental in 
attaining a better environ- 
ment and the wise use of our 
natural resources,”’ said the 
governor. 

James said all 
Alabamians can be justly 
proud of the state’s ‘‘No. 1 
turkey state’’ status, its deer 
population, which allows one 
of the most liberal bag 
seasons, the 19 state-owned 
and managed public fishing 
lakes and the fisheries 
resources of four state parks 
and state waters of inland 
Alabama and the Gulf. 

James asked the state’s 
1,800,000 hunters and 
fishermen to abide by the 
state’s laws and regulations, 
to emphasize the exercise of 
good boating and hunter 
safety practices and tech- 
niques, and to respect the 
rights and property of others. 

President Ronald Reagan 
in establishing the national 
hunting and fishing day 
praised America's 55 million 


hunters and fishermen. He 
pointed to the important role 
sportsmen have played in 
conservation. ‘*To ensure 
that future generations could 
enjoy America’s _ wildlife, 
hunters and _ fishermen 
helped found the conserva- 
tion movement,’’ the presi- 
dent said. “Since then, 
America’s wildlife has 
Staged a dramatic comeback. 
Elk, deer, antelope and wild 
turkey, which had been 
reduced to small and 
scattered populations, have 
been restored to healthy and 
abundant numbers.”’ 

“The restoration of wild- 
life populations,’’ President 
Reagan said, **has been due 
to wildlife management and 
habitat restoration programs 
financed largely by 
sportsmen’s contributions.’’ 
He also pointed out that 
these sportsman-financed 
programs ‘‘benefit hundreds 
of non-game as well as game 
species."’ 

The president noted that 
hunters and fishermen have 
provided more than $5 billion 
for conservation .
